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Lectures on the English Novel 


Mr. Hugh Walpole, the well known Eng- 
lish novelist, spoke on Monday evening in 
the Chapel, before a large audience of towns- 
oe and members of the student body. 
dis general theme was the English Novel, 
some aspects of which he discussed, with 
particular reference to his own experience as 
an author, After some humorous reference 
to his previous lecture trip in America he 
went on to suggest that novel writing re- 
quires intelligence, not only on the part of 
the writer, but also on the igh of the reader, 
and that it is only through the reader’s co- 
operation that a proper appreciation of a 
book can be achieved. Mr. Walpole himself 
takes his art seriously, and believes that it 
is the reader’s function to view it in a serious 
way also. The speaker discussed the En- 
glish novel from the historical point of view, 
beginning with Richardson and Fielding and 
coming down to the present time, indicating 
the various elements of romance and realism 
which have distinguished it from time to 
time through its development. He told en- 
tertaining anecdotes about Thomas Hardy, 
Arnold Bennett, and other comtemporary 
writers, and gave a critical estimate of some 
of the more significant ones, especially em- 
phasizing the genius of Thomas Hardy. He 
also summed up in epigrammatic form the 
essential characteristics of such master 
writers as Bennett, Wells, Galsworthy and 
Kipling. He made no effort to touch upon 
American writers of the present day. 

Mr. Walpole’s appearance and manner 
were decidedly pleasing, and his voice filled 
the hall. During this three days’ visit in An- 
dover he has made many friends and there 
is no one who does not hope that he will soon 
return to visit the school.

elm in front of the Town House, which we 
tried to save. ,

its removal. To us it seems to have been 
needlessly sacrificed. We have in bs oes 
a curbing which does not permit vehicles 
of any kind to make a short cut from Park 
street, and we have a barren, unattractive 
Square.

William H. Jowett, formerly of Andover 
and North Andover, and one of the most 
prominent men in. the woolen industry in 
this section for nearly fifty years, died at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Jennie E. Tapley, 
40 Hamilton avenue, Haverhill, Monday 


morning. 

Mr. jowett who had lived in Haverhill for 
the past twenty-two years, was born in Brad- 
ford, England, on March 5, 1836. He came 
to America when eleven years old and began 
his career with the M. T, Stevens & Sons Co. 
in North Andover. He had a remarkable 
genius for the woolen industry and, possessed 
of great executive ability, he rose rapidly un- 
til he was made general superintendent, a 
position he held at Marland mills, Andover, 
until he retired from active service.

there is always room at the top, but the 
foundation of such an organization must bé 
built upon a rock and not upon sand. One 
of the chief sources of industrial and com- 
mercial failure is jealousy. This menace to 
corporate and civic activity must be kept 
from gaining an entrance to your organiza- 
tion; it is a petty thing and you may “con- 
sider it unworthy of mention, but I know 
from long years of observation that it is the 
root of much evil; money is said to be the 
root of all evil, but it is not money, but the 
love of money and its extravagant and im- 
proper use, and waste, and jealousy has much 
to 54 with this. 

A political non-partisanship should be 
strictly carried out in a Chamber of Com- 
merce, as an organization, but I cannot 
imagine a body of men and women such as 
would be represented in our Chamber of 
Commerce meeting together without the 
question of party affiliation cropping out.

If, as you listened to these brief remarks, a 
note has been sounded seemingly discordant, 
let me assure you that it is not a false note. 
The life and usefulness of a Chamber of 
Commerce must depend absolutely on the 
stability of its foundation, upon a certain 
measure of sacrifice among its members that 
shall tend to the unification of its ultimate 
results in not only advancing its commercial 
interests, but in making for the betterment, 
and even in the beautifying of our town as a 
whole. If the consensus of opinion among 
those who are gathered here tonight is, that 
there is need of such an organization, that it 
will aid rather than interfere with our 

resent organizations, that the justification 
for the organization will be forthcoming in its 
net results to the town, then it will be found 
that what may now be considered a discord- 
ant note, will be in harmony with the 
objects of a Chamber of Commerce.

plece.d to organize Juniors on the 
lines of the American organization. 
For t's uceomplishment the American 
Juniors carned the hearty endorse- 
innit of the League of Red Cross So- 
cieties for its “creation of an inter- 
national spirit of human solidarity 
among young people with a view to 
preparation of a new civilization for 
peace.”

It is especially convenient in the calculation 
of pressure, stress, and machine power. The 
electrician saves a great deal of time if he 
uses the slide rule in computing the required 
sizes of copper wires. e slide rule is in- 
tended not only for draftsmen, electricians, 
designers, engineers, and those in 
mechanical and engineering work, but also 
for all those who have to do a great deal of 
mathematical calculation. The school teach- 
er, by using it, can lighten her work of 
making averages. The contractor will find 
the slide rule useful when he is making esti- 
mates or checking computations. The busi- 
ness man who is proficient in the use of the 
slide rule can check up his books in a very 
short time and determine quickly the per 
cent of gain or loss of the business.

Majestic, the World’s Largest Ship, 
| In Mammoth Dry Dock at Boston 
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JUST AFTER 


Boston has been the centre of the 
shipping universe this week through 
the presence in its great naval dry 
dock of the world’s largest ship the 
56,000-ton White Star Liner Majes- 
tic. New Hngland was chosen for 
the docking of the mammoth liner 
because the Boston dock is the only 
one in America or Bngland large 
enough to hold her, 

The docking of the Majestic, the 
greatest job of the kind ever under- 
taken in the United States, was suc- 
cessfully accomplished on Thurs- 
day, Nov. 16, and the ship remained 
in dock until Tuesday Nov. 21. In 
that time a force of 200 painters 
and 800° mechanics, besides the 
ship's crew of more than 1050 men, 


worked daily cleaning the ship in- 
side and out. Barnacles and other 
sea growth to the estimated weight 
of five tons were removed from her 
bottom by rotary electric scrapers, 
and 14 tons of copper paint were 
applied with electrically operated 
sprayers. The ship’s four propel- 
lers, weighing 16 tons each, were 
replaced with new ones. 

This was a semi-annual overhaul 
for the Majestic, which since last 
May has been operated between 
New York and Southampton. The 
ship is 956 feet long, 100 feet broad, 
and 102 feet deep from boat deck 
to keel. She has turbine engines 
of 100,000 horsepower.“ The cubic

picture of a canpaiael and _ interesting 
character. 

Miss Kelsey said in conclusion: 

Miss Means is one of those pilots to whom 
the school owes a great debt of gratitude for 
the rs of and inspiring life 
which she lived in it. But more even than 
for what she accompli we are grateful 
for what she was. believed that grace 
and charm in woman should be accompanied 
by dignity of bearing: that justice should 
be the ree of judgment but that it should 
be tempered with mercy:— that severity 
of dealing should often be followed by 
infinite patience and gentleness. 

Her exquisitely refined taste in art, music 
and literature extended to manners and 
morals. Her love of beauty developed in us a 
greater power to see it, to value it and to 
enjoy it.

The memorial minutes of the trustees pre- 
pared by Rev. Markham W. Stackpole were 
read by him as follows: 


Emily Adams Means belonged to a family 
group notable for its clergymen and teachers 
and closely identified with Andover and its 
three institutions of higher education. Her 
father was a minister and educator and her 
mother had been an instructor in Abbot 
academy. Miss Emily Means completed 
her course at Abbot in 1869, afterward de- 
voting nine years largely to the study of art 
under eminent masters in this country and 
in Europe. 

In 1878 she returned to the school as 
teacher of drawing and painting and con- 
tinued in that position until 1892, i 
her private studio in connection with the 
family residence in Andover. Portraits from 
her hand are now is possession of Abbot and 


Phillips academies and of Smith College. | the 


In her instruction, with its background of 
severe training and wide aesthetic culture, 
she insisted upon technical thoroughness, 
while she sought to impart her own spirit of 
seriousness and sincerity in artistic expression 
and to cultivate refined taste and the love of 
beauty. The value of studio work under her 
direction was greatly enchanced by Miss 
Means’ rare personal influence. . 

During the closing year of Miss McKeen’s 
administration Miss Means had charge of 
the course in Christian Evidences and Ethics, 
making the class-room experience memorable 
for her pupils by the inspiration of her teach- 
ing and her character. In other ways, also, 
she gave especial assistance to the Principal 
at that time. Apart from these school duties 
she rendered to the academy yet another 
important service as president of the Alum- 
nae Association from 1890 to 1898. 

Her interests in the town included an 
evening drawing class for working boys and 
men and the November Club for women, of 
which she was a charter member and the 
second president. 

After fourteen years as a member of the 
Abbot faculty, Miss Means left Andover in 
1892: and became teacher of art at the Kent 
Place School for young women at Summit, 
New Jersey. She gave some time also to 
lecturing upon literary and artistic subjects 
and to occasional writing for papers in New 
York. 

After six years she was persuaded to return 
to Abbot Academy as Principal. To this new 
responsibility she brought the esteem and 
confidence of friends and former students of 
the school, an intimate knowl of its 
spirit and history, and deep devotion to its 
welfare. 

In the problems of management she proved 
her practical capacity. Favoi moderate 

and simplicity of itions, she 
maintained a system of economy, 
cheerfully accepting the sacrifices and the 
drudgery which it demanded. She was not 
ambitious for expansion, though she wel- 
comed needed improvements and co-oper- 
ated with intelligent counsel in the steady 
enlargement of the academy’s facilities. 
During her administration the McKeen build 
ing was erected, Abbot hall was renovated, 
Draper hall was improved in its interior 
arrangements, and the admirable John- 
Esther Sey ago was —— Her 
plans and her taste were sg Sessa actors 
In these undertakings. eanwhile the 
school grounds were greatly beautified. 

In her relations with the Trustees Miss 
Means commanded deep respect and con- 
fidence.

Her educational aims were in the direction 
of intensive development. She was there- 
fore especially concerned to secure teachers 
of the finest type and she showed, in that im- 
portant task, unusual foresight as well as 
discernment. Exacting in her 
standards of industry and fidelity, she ex- 
pected similar devotion to duty in her as- 
sociates. In ome poe iss Means 
was primarily interested in character. She 
was t to make the school of utmost ser- 
vice. received not only young women of 
manifest qalty or promise but those, also, 
in whom she felt challenge of hidden 
possibilities. If her new students a

sary dismissals. In discipline she scorned 
considerations of policy or popularity. Her 
methods were those of honor and her guiding 
principle was justice. Her dealings wi 
teachers and pupils alike revealed keen ob- 
servation and insight. Severe at times in 
rebuke, she was capable of deep sympathy, 
also, and remarkable self-control. 


She encouraged athletic activities not 
only because of her vigilant care for the health 
of the scholars and her desire for their hap- 
piness, but also because she saw that outdoor 
contests stimulated a common enthusiasm 
for the school. Though herself retiring by 
nature, she was not neglectful of the social 
pleasure of the school family. 


Her own broad culture and mental vigor 
gave added force to her insistence upon high 
requirements in scholarship and she was 
justly proud of the reputation attained by 
Academy among the colleges for women. 
Nor was she unmindful of the historic place 
of Abbot among similiar institutions for 
girls and of her responsibility as its represen- 
tative in the counsels of educators. Yet she 
was by nature averse to prominence. Her 
interest and her devotion centered in the 
school itself and the purpose that above all 
dominated her effort was that of maintaining 
the Christian ideals, the spirit of benevolence 
and the devout faith that have been cher- 
ished in Abbot academy from its earliest days. 
To this end her strong —, expressed 
itself in her teaching of ethical and religious 
subjects, in her conducting of chapel ser- 
vices, and in her valued personal intercourse 
with instructors and girls. 

In the varied contacts of official duty her 
attitude was characterized by firmness of de- 
cision, candor of expression, and un unwaver- 
ing sense of the responsibility and the dig- 
nity of her position. Her quiet force was 
felt in all the many-sided activities of the 
academy during an administration of thir- 
teen years. 

Miss Means was the more deeply esteemed 
by those who knew her best. Her honesty of 
heart, calm strength of will and courage, and 
her austere refinement were manifest. In- 
heritance and training had given her many 
of the qualities of the Puritan type. But 
her innate reserve of temperament only con- 
cealed her joy in nature and in all things 
beautiful, her delight in music, and especiall 
the breadth of her interests and the warm 
of her sympathies. Not all who had been 
in her care or in the circle of her co-workers 
realized the affection with which her thoughts 
went out to them, but a great Graraaar” of 
her former students and associates will re- 
member her with abiding gratitude as a true 
and noble woman and an understanding 
guide and friend. 

After her retirement in 1911 Miss Means 
resided in Boston but returned from time to 
time to the school as a welcome guest. Dur- 
ing those eleven years she devoted many 
hours to gathering material upon the history 
of Abbot academy during the past two dec- 
ades. It was a labor of love for the in 
stitution to which she had given so much of 
her life and which ever so large a place 
in her heart. She died in Cambridge on the 
twenty-eighth of june and was buried in the 
cemetery of the South Church in Andover, 
not far from the home of her younger days. 

The Trustees desire to place in their rec- 
ords these words of L sercaiey appreciation 
of one who was an effective and devoted 
teacher, a wise and successful Principal, and 
a power for good in the life of Abbot academy,

For sport wear at Deauville, the newest 
note is the introduction of printed kerchiefs 
in silk crepe worn on white or plain colored 
crepe or cloth dresses. For instance, ona 
dress of almond green broadcloth, one of the 
smartest women wore a kerchief of brown 
ar nha in green, black and tan. 

ith a black rep dress, one of the smart 
women wore a bright blue handkerchief 
printed in colors, while her hat was trimmed 
with a similar scarf. 

White crepe dresses still continue to be

Chinese and Persian Effects for Evening 


Evening dresses are elaborately em- 
broidered in Chinese and Persian effects. 

Green is the chief color emphasized, both 
for street and for house wear. 

All necks of dresses are finished in a round- 
ed or pointed decolletage. Sleeves are loose 
and in three-quarter length, or are long, and 
tight at the wrist with odd wing treatments 
from the wrist to the elbow. 

Evening dresses cover the ankle, have full 
flounces from the knee to the hem, and short 
trains cut in one with the bottom flounce at 
the center of the back. 

The diagonal decolletage with one shoulder 
left entirely uncovered, is used. 

Very little embroidery is noted, the chief 
trimmings being found in the cut of the gar- 
ments and the use of novel figured materials. 
Embroideries however, when used are very 
elaborate and in bold color contrasts. Ap- 
plique work in patch work effect is a very 
noticeable feature of many of the coats. 

Metal crepes and crushed metal fabrics are 
extensively used for evening gowns. Black 
satin trimmed with color, and dark colored 
satins such as brown and copper, figure con- 
spicuously for afternoon dresses. 

Fancy ribbed, figured and brocaded velours 
de laine are used for suits which are clabor- 
ately trimmed with incrustations of fur, 
worked like cloth in novel geometric pat- 
terns.—Special from Paris, office of the Dry 
Goods Economist.
